7. — The 
“open door” doctrine is regarded by 
the American government as the chief 
bulwark of Far Eastern peace. 
For this reason the American jov- 
ernment considers the re-establish­ 
ment and strengthening of this policy, 
which declares that every nation shall 
have an equal opportunity in the East 
as one of the paramount objects of 
the arms conference. 
T his statem en t * as m ade to the 
U nited P ress today on the highest 
authority. 
Basis of Peace 
L im itations of arm am ents would 
be dangerous and m ight brew ra th ­ 
er than prevent war unless it was 
preceded by a definite understand­ 
ing th a t all of Asia is to be opened 
alike for com m ercial enterprises and 
in addition free from political dom­ 
ination th a t m ight th reaten to bring 
about a trade monopoly, it was sta t­ 
ed. 
Special agreem ents like the Anglo- 
Japan*se alliance therefore are re­ 
garded unfavorably by this govern­ 
m ent: 
T he 
A m erican 
delegation 
will 
frankly urge scrapping of the Anglo- 
Japanese treaty. 
Bares America’s Plan 
An united effort to force consider­ 
ation of arm s lim itation by the con­ 
ference until 
these F ar 
E astern 
questions have been definitely set­ 
tled will be opposed by this govern­ 
m ent. 
It Is clearly understood here 
th a t Japan m ight be entirely will­ 
ing to discuss naval lim itation but 
balk on the o th er questions. 
N evertheless the A m erican dele­ 
gates intend to insist th at until po­ 
ten tial causes of discord have been 
rem oved, it would be folly for any 
nation to throw aw ay its guns. 
The A m erican delegation will be 
given full assu ran ce th at this gov­ 
ernm ent will not endanger the coun­ 
try ’s safety by yielding to a purely 
idealistic hope th at 
reduction of 
arm s in itself will elim inate w ar 
dangers. 
A high personage discussing the 
whole question at length with the 
U nited P ress, gave this outline of 
the A m erican point of view: 
T he U nited S tates, as the world 
knows, has no selfish interests in 
the F ar E ast. 
It is sincerely the 
friend of all th e peoples there. 
N evertheless it is not blind to the 
facts of history, particularly as made 
by the Japanese governm ent in Its 
dealings w ith its neighbors. 
It be­ 
lieves Japan m ust be brought to see 
th at its hope for the future lies in 
honesty and fair dealing * and a 
square deal for all the A siatic peo­ 
ples.

Thorne declared that the car­ 
riers are Snaking the highest net 
earnings in their history, while 
farm products are near pre-war 
prices.

Alleged. Slayer 
O f W ives 
Faces Trial In French Court

VERSA ILLES, France. Nov. 7 
—H enri Landru, 
the tw entieth 
century Don Juan, went on trial 
here at noon today. 
Known as the "Bluebeard of 
G am bias V illa,” 
Landru was to 
plead to th e charge of m urder­ 
ing eleven of the 283 women of 
all ages who are alleged to have 
becom e betbothed to Ii im. 
'T h e trial, which in France far 
overshadow s 
the 
W ashington 
arm s conference, got under way 
aftei an investigation lasting two 
years and a half. 
The case is 
the stran g est in modern criminal 
history 
C arefully groomed and fond­ 
ling bls prided full beard, which 
he had perm itted to be trimmed 
as a concession to the big event, 


L andru appeared in court sh o rt­ 
ly before his case was called. 
He took a seat in the c en ter of 
the room and, with the a ssist­ 
ance of th e chief attorney, be­ 
gan exam ining the volum inous 
docum ents which will be em ploy­ 
ed by the prosecution. 
LAndru, 32 years of age. w ith 
heavy featu res and squat figure, 
a shinv bald head and bushy, 
black beard — in fact, the exact 
an tith esis of the legendary Don 
Juan — will be pictured by the 
prosecution 
as 
having lured a 
veritable arm y of women, m ostly 
widows ranging in age from 20 
to SO, for th eir fortunes. 
M atrim onial

ed.

Senators Kill I wo Plans 
To Give Veterans Bonus

WASHINGTON, Nov. 7.— After a bitter partisan debate, the 
senate today rejected by a vote of 29 to 42 a second Democratic 
proposal to tack the soldier bonus to the tax bill. 
Republican senators who supported the amendment spon­ 
sored by Senators Simmons and Walsh, Massachusetts were: 
Capper, Johnson, Kenyon, Ladd, Lafollette and Norris. 
Senator Myers, Montana, was the only Democrat opposing the 
proposal. 
The third Democratic attempt to tack the soldier bonus on 
the tax bill was defeated when, by a vote of 25 to 44 the senate 
voted down an amendment by Senator McKellar, Tennessee, to 
convert $2,000,000,000 of the foreign debt into bonds for the 
payment of the bonus. 
Two Republicans— Lafollette and Norris— voted for it and 
two Democrats— King and Williams— opposed it.

While the nation observes the 
day, Washington will honor the 
unknown dead. 
His body will 
be escorted to Arlington ceme­

notables will be In the funeral 
procession. 
At 
Arlington, 
the 
unknown dead will rest within a 


vault of marble fit for a king, a 
vault adorned with myriads of 
flowers and decked with the hon­ 
or medals of the 
nation 
with 
which his own was associated 
in the great war. 
Reports to the war department 
indicate 
that 
in 
many 
cities 
President Harding’s address at 
Arlington will be read at cere­ 
monies in honor of the day. 
The war department announced 
today that a squadron 
of 
air­ 
planes will fly out to sea to m eet 
the Olympia. 
The cerem onies will start here 
at 8:30 Friday morning when the 
body of the unknown soldier, 
sfter lying in state in the ro­ 
tunda of the capitol will be car­ 
ried out by eight heroes of the 
war and placed 
on

marching, the funeral procession

quietly and unostentatiously. 
T he F rench premier, en route to 
W ashington to head his country’s del­ 
egation to th e arm s conference, had 
let It be known that in keeping w ith 
the policy he had followed all his 
life he w anted no elaborate cere­ 
mony of welcome. 
His wishes in 
th is respect were observed. 
Quiet Welcome 
In sharp contrast to the wild en­ 
thusiasm with which M arshal Foch 
w as received a fortnight ago, the re­ 
ception at the French line pier when 
B riand strode down the gang plank 
from the La F ayette a t 9:30 a. rn. 
w as extrem ely decorus. 
Grover W helan, comm issioner of 
plants 
and structures, 
personally 
representing M ayor Hylan, was on 
the pier. 
A hand played the Mar­ 
seillaise- 
T here w ere eitrht limou­ 
sines, decorated w ith French a^d 
A m erican hunting, w aiting to 
carry 
the prem ier and his party up town. 
An escort of 25 m otor police was at 
hand. 
And that was all. 
T here w ere only eleven persons on 
the pier, aside from the small wel­ 
coming party and police when the 
La Fayette docked. 
They evinced 
curiosity ra th e r ih a n enthusiasm . 
M eets Countrymen 
Briand w as taken to the reception 
room cm th e pier w here he was af­ 
fectionately greeted by a num ber of 
his countrym en. He addressed them 
informally, statin g th at he was "m ost 
happy to atten d th is conference.” 
The nrcm ier and his party, among 
which was Rene Viviani, form er pre- 
t m ier and B riand’s strongest oppon­ 
ent, then entered an autom obile for 
a ride around the city. 
They were 
scheduled to leave for W ashington 
by train at 11:10 a. rn. 
As B riand passed the Ftatue of 
Liberty, w ith hat raised high over 
his head, he turned to new spaper 
m en and said: 
“This is tile proudest moineni of 
my life. 
T his statue which raises 
above the harbor, h er light-spreading 
arm , has its replica in Paris on the 
banks of the Seine. 
Though stand- 
, ing thousands of miles apart, these 
i two statu es point out the close re- 
lationshlp 
which 
exists 
between 
France and Am erica and shows the 
aspirations they 
have in common, 
the likeness of their role, their equal 
love of justice aud th eir sim ilar will 
on the path of progress.’’ 
Protection for France 
In 
a 
prepared 
statem ent 
the 
French prem ier said in part: 
"France is ever ready to join in 
every endeavor to avert new con­ 
flicts, provided she has nothing to 
fear for her security, which remains 
one of the m ost solid guarantees of 
the peace of the world. 
Just be­ 
cause she had to suffer from the w ar 
more than any other nation, she is 
ready to approach the problems of 
the conference in the m ost favorable 
spirit for th e m aintenance of peace. 
"Today the w orld, which is in such 
need of safety and rest, wants not 
only soothing words but realities. 
Hopes for Success 
‘L earnestly hope that tile Wash-* 
ington m eeting will g n e us an op­ 
portunity in t'lis respect. 
Franco 
and Am erica, united in battlefields 
will thus continue to derive from 
their comm on victory such results 
as will conform with tho idealism 
th at has ev er anim ated.’’ 
Briand and the French delegation 
started for W ashington on the 11:15 
a. rn. train, afte r an autom obile ride 
through the city. 
They made one 
stop at the Joan of Arc statue 
on 
Riverside drive where Briand 
left 
his car and stood tor a few m inutes 
with bared head.

W ithout an attorney or the means 
to employ one, Robert Rosser and 
Charles Mandy began their Journey 
through the criminal courts of Or­ 
ange county today, having found the 
protecting door of the juvenile court 
closed to them on the charge of mur­ 
der that stands against them.

floods pounding down out of the high 
mountains toward the sea. 
Broken giants, nothing 
left

could travel this canyon by wagon. 
The road was rough, and careless 
driving might bring disaster. 
But 
the heavy flood of 1916 cut out the 
banks at numerous places along the 
way, and the canyon is no longer 
passable excepting on foot or horse­ 
back. 
It is part of the vast O’Neill 
pastures, from 
the 
Joplin 
ranch 
down to the San Juan, and is sel­ 
dom visited excepting by vaqueros 
for the rancho. 
The vaqueros have 
Instructions to keep out hunters. 
But while sycamores predominate 
among the L’ees, 
there 
are 
oaks 
I scattered here and there. 
A draw 
I to right or left Is wooded to the very 
I top with oaks. 
Here is a canopy of 
,oaks. 
Clumps of alder bushes, cac­ 
tu s patches, sumac—these unite in 
making Bell canyon a typical Or­ 
ange county canyon—a canyon with 
a thousand alluring camp sites, with 
shade and beauty spots unnumbered. 
Mexicans Named It. 
"When I weut into the canyon In 
the seventies," said S. T. Miller, "it 
was called La Canada de Campano, 
by the Mexicans. 
Often Mexicans 
from the San Juan Capistrano rode 
into the canyon to camp, and In later 
years 
it 
was 
a favorite 
hunting 
around for men from all over the 
| county.” 
For building his cabin, Miller bad 
lumber hauled to the edge of Dove 
canyon, two miles from his place, 
and he carried the lumber in on his 
j back. Later he built a road in what 
lls sometimes called Old Road can­ 
yon or Wagon Road canyon. 
This road dropped Into the canyon 
in a little side-canyon just below 
I where Dove canyon joins the Bell. 
'This road went out of use many 
! years ago, after Joplin had built a 
I new road across Dove canyon to his 
place, which road is the one in use I 
I today. 
Much of the old road remains well 
[defined today. 
It Is here mentioned 
j not only because of its interest to 
those who have known Bell canyon, 
j but because it is a mark that may 
j be used in guiding anyone whose 
I curiosity or interest might lead him 
I to visit the Bell Rock. 
Where the old road came down off 
the canyon side, It turned shandy 
j up the canyon, passing the mouth 
of Dove canyon. 
The point where 
it makes the turn is not forty yards 
from the boulder that gave the can­ 
yon its name. 
On Rough Hillock. 
Between the wash that has been 


I made by waters from the Old Road 
I canyon and Bell canyon is a hillock 
or mound perhaps thirty feet Jttigh,' 
viewed from the canyon bottom, and 
I IOO feet across. 
It is a rough bit! 
of ground, with roots of the oaks 
holding together its soil, packed down 
as it is with numerons boulders. 
The Bell Rock is located on the 
west side of the mound and toward 
its top.

STANFORD UNIVERSITY, 
Nov. 
7—Dr. Thomas M. Williams, presi­ 
dent of the Stanford board of ath­ 
letic control, the organization pri­ 
marily 
responsible 
for 
Stanford’s 
new 65,000-capacity stadium, seeks 
to allay the alleged fears of the 
University of California that the 
Stanford 
stadium is only a tem ­ 
porary structure, in an interview 
published in the Daily Palo Alto 
Times. 
Dr. W illiams cites the late Prof. 
Le Conte of the University of Cali­ 
fornia as authority for the statem ent 
that the basic materials of which 
the Stanford stadium is constructed 
“have stood and held their shape 
fairly well for from ten to twenty 
thousand years.” “Figuring on the 
minimum 
duration,” Dr. 
W illiams 
adds, “w e are perfectly safe in say­ 
ing that we have a stadium good for 
the next 10,000 years. 
Before the 
end of that period we hope to be in 
a financial position to erect a per­ 
manent structure."

Dr. W illiam s’ statement on the 
stadium follows: 
"I am going to love it more every 
day.

comes

human hands and brains can make 
it. 
That will be a great day for 
Stanford

when 60,000 people file Into our sta­ 
dium for the first time and see what 
has been

months In an entirely new type of 
stadium design and construction. 
“We are glad to see that Califor­ 
nia is going ahead with her proposed 
stadium. 
It is gratifying to us to 
see that she is able to capitalize 
our stadium and make use of it in 
financing her own. It is the aim of 
our board of athletic control to co­ 
operate in every way in boosting the 
California 
stadium. 
It has 
taken 
some vision, courage and push to 
put through our stadium financing 
and building in less than a half year, 
but the 
results 
accomplished are 
worth the extra cost in cash.

REPRESENTING FRANCE 


ii 


M arshal Foch is F rance’s most influential emis­ 
sary. 
Though not a delegate to the W ashington 
arms conference, and having little directly to do with 
it, he will probably wield more power in that confer­ 
ence in behalf of France than any other Frenchm an. 
And France needs such help as he can re n d er--needs 
it today in diplom acy almost as she needed it three 
years ago in war. 
Americans are rather inclined to regard France as 
militaristic since the armistice. 
Iliey 
know 
that 
France has m aintained a large army in the field, and 
has today the most powerful army in the world, and 
is the chief exponent of military efficiency and the 
leader of the nations that regard land arm am ent as 
still necessary. 
Americans, too, have been disposed 
to condemn France for her insistence along that line 
and as a foe to disarm am ent in general. 
W hether France has been judged rightly or wrong­ 
ly in this m atter it is hard to say. 
Certain it is, how­ 
ever, that if anybody can win support in this country 
| for the French view. M arshal Foch is the man. 
He 
himself stands immovably for a strong, self-sufficient 
France, defended by armies that Americans consider 
unnecessarily large; yet, looking into the face of this 
simple, kindly, honest soldier, and hearing his friend­ 
ly words and considering also the big things he has 
done for all the world, Americans find themselves 
somehow disarm ed of criticism. 


PEACE-LOVING FIGHTERS 


One of the phrases most Americans like to apply 
to the nation is “ peace-loving." 
The W orld’s W ork 
points out editorially in its current issue that this 
country has done just about as much fighting in the 
past 150 years as has “ militaristic” France. 
The 
United States, however, lies several thousand miles 
away from the chief hotbeds of international strife, 
while France has been close to them. 
The wars in which this country has engaged are 
the French and Indian w ars, the Revolution, the W ar 
of I812, the M exican W ar, the Civil W ar. the Span- 
ish-American W ar and the W orld W ar. 


All this fighting on our record does not prove that 
this is not a peace-loving nation. 
It shows that, like 
any other nation, we can be drawn into w ar if the 
provocation is great enough to arouse us. 
It proves, 
furtherm ore, that w ars can not be prevented, even by 
a peace-loving people, unless the causes are removed 
jn time. 
This should be remembered by citizens of this 
country as the great arm s parley opens. 
Lim itation 
of arm am ents is desirable, of course. 
But far more 
desirable is elim ination of the causes of international 
m isunderstanding, jealousy and w rath. 


THE WOMEN S PROTEST 


The president of the Brotherhood of Railroad 
Trainmen is quoted as saying of the strike settlem ent: 
“I shall get down on my knees and thank God 
that the catastrophe has been averted. 


“ I have on my desk thousands of letters from 
wives and children of railroad employes asking me to 
do everything possible to prevent a strike. 
W hen I 
think of the suffering a strike would have caused 
these people, when I think of the disaster it might 
have brought the country, I say again that I thank 
God we took the action we did.” 
Those wives did not protest against the strike be­ 
cause they w anted their husbands' wages lowered, or 
because they were unwilling to suffer with their hus­ 
bands in a just and righteous cause. 
If there had 
been no other way out they wo\i!d have borne every­ 
thing loyally, patiently and courageously. 
They pro­ 
tested because they believed there must be a better; 
solution of their problem . 
The women of the world who are today protesting 
against war and against great armaments are not do­ 
ing so because they fail in love of country, or be­ 
cause they wish to m ake their countries helpless be­ 
fore an enemy. 
Neither are they cowards, afraid to 
play the heroic part which women have played in 
the past. 
They do. however, see clearly all the mis­ 
ery. suffering and horor evoked by w ar, not only dur­ 
in g actual conflict but for years following it. 
They 
see, too, how disproportionate are the alleged benefits 
of war to the actual injuries it works on all alike. 
They believe that war is not the only way to settle 
the dispute and rivalries which engender it. 
They 
believe there is another way out, and they are de­ 
manding that the statesm en of the world seek that 
way with hum ility, sincerity and faith. 


IMMIGRATION WAITS 


The 1920 census figures give the num ber of Amer­ 
ica’s foreign born white residents as 13,700,000 
Of j 
this number, nearly one-fourth are of British birth,; 
and the largest stream of immigration still comes 
from British lands. 
Ireland, England an d Canada 
lead with 1,000,000 for the first and 800,000 for i 
each of the others. 
The British total is about 3,000 - i 
OOO. 
After the British group the next largest body of; 
foreign born are Germ ans. 
They are followed by 
Italians, Russians and Poles. 
At present there is an emergency immigration law 
which is keeping out some of the elements which 
past experience has proved to be assim ilated not at 
all or only with great difficulty. 
T hat law is only a 
temporary m easure. 
Although other m atters have 
crowded it out for the time being, immigration re­ 
mains an unsolved and grave problem. 
New and en­ 
lightened legislation on this subject is vitally neces­ 
sary. 
The public should be trying to form for itself 
an intelligent opinion and a constructive program . 


MOTOR CAR EXPENSES 


The federal Bureau of Public Roads is under­ 
taking a thorough test of a large num ber of motor 
vehicles, to find exactly w hat it costs to operate them. 
Complete records will be kept of oil, gasoline and 
other supplies, cost of repairs and replacem ents, num­ 
ber of days idle, mileage and loads carried, income 
derived from them , etc., so that it can be told exact- 
I ly what the expenditure has been and to what extent 
I the car has paid for itself. 
These vehicles are mostly trucks, and the figures 
obtained will naturally be of most interest to truck 


owners. 
The experiment suggests, however, that it 
might be a good thing for private owners of autom o­ 
biles to adopt similar methods to determ ine the cost ol 
their cars. 
Very few people have any idea of what 
their cars cost them. 
The m ajority, if they do at­ 
tempt some rough computation, are not likely to 
reckon much more than the cost of the gasoline and 
oil and the more obvious repairs. 
Any complete rec­ 
ord will include the basic items of depreciation and 
interest on investment, in addition to insurance, ga­ 
rage rent and all the rest. 
M any people protest that they do not want to 
know what their automobile costs them per mile, be­ 
cause it “ spoils the pleasure of using it.” 
There is 
something to be said for that attitude. 
Also, there 
are returns from an autom obile in the form of con­ 
venience and health which cannot be put into figures. 
Still, it would be an excellent thing for every car own­ 
er to do a little figuring now and then, and get at 
least some general idea of what part of his income is 
going into his automobile. 
If this were done more 
generally, there would be fewer people going broke 
on cars they cannot afford. 
There would be more 
intelligent discrimination, too, in the choice of cars, 
and the automobile business would benefit accord­ 
ingly.

The Railroad Labor board has emerged from the 
railroad crisis with flying colors. 
Entering that

After using its power to stop the strike, 
the board wisely and boldly proceeded to interpret its 
own powers in a way that should make it easier to 
deal with any subsequent transportation troubles. 


It is a weakness, however, of the board as it 
stands, that it is te c h n ic a l qualified to assert only 
moral authority, lacking power of enforcement. 
That 
is good as far as it goes, but it might fail in some 
future crisis. 


Congress should provide the necessary legal au­ 
thority without further delay, not to facilitate re­ 
course to injunctions in railroad labor disputes, but to 
give the board the prestige which comes with full and 
unquestionable power. 
If the board’s word becomes 
law, injunctions may not be necessary.
